SOUTHAMPTON, Eng., May 9 — 
'Charles Smith, of Virginia, who was 
1 sentenced to penal servitude for life 
! in July, 1907, for the shooting of 
Edward Guerin, was released today 
from the Dartmoor jail. He will .sail 
for the United States on the f-team- 
shlp Majestic under deportation or- 
ders issued by the home secretary.. 


Smith's liberation after serving 35 


years was due to ihc efforts of John 
Savage, American consul, and Lady 
Astor. 
, 
When Smith was sentenced. May 


Vivse'ine Churchill, alias "Chicago 
May," 
was also convicted and sen- 


tenced to fifteen years penal servi- 
tud 
Smith and Guerin quarreled 


iO\er "Chicago May." w^om Guerin 
had brought to London from Chicago 
in 1900. 


They went to France and rot-bad 


the American Express Company in 
Paris, for which Guerin w.is sen- 
tenced to life imprisonment at .Devil's 
Island. 
"Chicago 
May" was sen- 


tenced to three years imprisonment, 
at the expiration o* which she re- 
turned to London. 


Guerin, after four years at Devil's 


Island escaped and returned to Lon- 
don, 
where he was again arrested. 
Extradition %vas demanded by the 
French government wmch the British 
government refused after detaining 
him in jail 18 months, deciding he 
was a British subject, 


About the time Guerin lei't fc-r 


England Smith went to South Africa 
with a circus and remain 3d there 
seven years. Then, he came ba:k to 
London and re-established relations 
with "Chicago May"." 


Guerin. who was in jail, hearl of 
this friendship 
and made threats 


against Smith, according to the lat- 
ter's story. 


After Guerrin's release from prison, 


he and Smith met and the latter shot 
Guerin through the foot, necessitat- 
ing his spending eight years in a hos- 
pital. Guerin, who is still in London. 
was in the hands of the police of this 
country at various intervals durinj 
Smith's incarceration. 
In April, 1920, Consul Savage was 


visited by the Rev. C. F. Braithwaite, 
one of the chaplains of Parkhursrt 
prison, who testified that the conduct 
of Smith while la jail had had the 
sympathy and respect of every offi- 
cial, and that since his incarceration 
he had saved the life of one of the 
keepers who was attacked by a con- 
rlct.

about seven miles and is three miles 
wide. It touches on the property of j 
about 20 farmers, who are showing an! 
interest in the possibilities of the vein j 
arousing the government authorities.] 
Col. 
Holcombe has been interested in 


the development of research work 
and proposes to show the specimens 
to the Bureau of Mines in Washing- 
ton with a vie wto seeing if the 
vein cannot be exploited. The dis- 
covery is not new. Just before the 
5<-ar broke out it was recognized that 
there was both gold and platinum in 
the vein and the proposition was be- 
ing looked into when sterner things 
came up and caused delay. 
Forty- 


seven assays have been made by an 
experienced chemist and in every in- 
stanc gold and platinum have been 
found in commercial quantities, or 
sufficient 
to 
warrant exploitation. 


There is one obstacle, however. No- 
body knows how to get the ore from 
the rock. 
In the Ural mountain?, 


•where the chief deposits of platinum 
are found In sand .the metal Is easily 
freed, but Jn the deposit found near 
here. It Is in the rock and it would 
be ruined by crushing and melting H 
Into a free state- 
The last assay 


showed the presence of platinum on 
the specimens presented at a. ra;io 
of $10.000 to the ton. Col. Holcombe i 
hopes to interest the government in j 
the vein at Stokesland. in order that 
research may be started as to how 
best to free the precious metals.

In Carroll county he reports equal 
success and states that Deputy Jett 
who took part in the battle has not 
only signed the petition but has also 
signed a statement which is to the ef- 
fect that if the Almighty has pardon- 
ed Sidna Allen that man can^now well 
afford to do so. In some quarters 
there appears to be hesitancy in sign- 
ing pardon papers for any one of the 
four alone and the petitions now Cir- 
culated include the names of the four 
men serving time, Sidna and Friel 
Allen and Wesley and Sidna Edwards. 
Victor Allen takes some encourage- 


ment from, the personal word he 
states he has had from the governor, 
that is that he will give the petitions 
when presented to him his»most care- 
ful 
consideration. 
Yesterday 
he 


showed letters written by Sidna Allen 
in the penitentiary all of these re- 
flecting the hope and the belief that 
the freedom yearned for so many 
years will finally come. The brother 
who Is devoting Ms time to the task 
belfeves that with such a weight of 
public sentiment In favor of. the par- 
don that the governor will be respon- 
sive to their wishes. 
Mr. Allen had' 
not heard the report that the direc- 
tors of the penitentiary would prob- 
ably take no official action would be 
taken in regard to recommending a 
pardon. It -will probably be a month 
before the petitions are taken to Gov- 
ernor Trinkle for his consideration. 


Mr. Allen said yesterday that Mrs. 


Sidna Allen lias never visited her 
husband since he entered the peni- 
tentiary. 
This is not because of any 
lack of affection but because of the 
painful scenes enacted ~when Allen 
said goodby to his children before be- 
ing committed. She is living on 60 
acres of land which she saved from 
foreclosure when nearly everything 
that Allen had was taken.

tury "superman" are to be found in 
the ages-old MasupiaJ remains, is the 
belief of Riggs and his scientific as- 
sociates. 
The expedition, one of five being 


sent to remote places of the earth by 
the museum, will seek to establish 
the relation between ancient animal 
life in South America and present 
life in the United States. 
"The one confusing thing about the 


evolutionary theory," Riggs saifl. "Is 
that there was an interchange of 
South American and European and 
North American animal life 
which 
almost destroyed possibility of con- 
necting all the links in the evolution- 
ary chain."

America was quite distinct from life 
on any other continent, Riggs said. 
"It is an established fact." he said, 
"that the "continents of North and 
South America we?« once separated, 
where we now have the Isthmus of 
Panama. Bus during that separation 
animals crossed plains (now the At- 
lantic ocean) from the Eastern hemi- 
sphere and an Interchange of anima! 
life between the continents of the 
Western hemisphere followed." 
The "horse and the sabre toothed 
tiger in this country according to 
Riggs, are results of this interchange 
of life.

The public career of Senator Claude 
A. Swanson is divided into three dis- 
tinct phases, which involve his activ- 
ities first as Representative, next as 
Governor and then as Senator. It is 
remarkable 
for 
consistency. 
The 
causes he espoused as a young mem- 
ber of the House of Representatives 
he carried into powerful legislation as 
Governor of Virginia and later pro- 
mulgated from a national standpoint 
as United States Senator. 
Perhaps Senator Swanson's great- 
est interest has been public education. 
He-Jias-never'missed an opportuaity 
to improve the .public schools system 
of.Virginia or to lend his assistance 
to the cause of education in general 
Especially were his efforts effective 
as Governor in behalf of primary 
schools, rural high schools and nor- 
mal colleges for women. Doctor J. 
D. Eggleston, former superintendent 
of schools for 
Virginia, 
considered 
Governor Swanson "one of the great- 
est factors in the progress which has 
been made in the public schools sys- 
tem." Doctor Alderman, president of 
the University of Virginia, said of him 
at the time of his retirement:

Thousands of Ger- 
mans, Austrlans, Hungarians and sol- 
diers of various other nationalities, 
whom the Russians 
took 
prisoner, 
have married and decided to remain 
Indefinitely In the Soviet country. 
Among a detachment 
of former 
Hungarian officers passing through 
Riga recently en route 
home was 
Count Valentine Szeehenyl, whose 
cousin married Miss Gladys Vander- 
bilt, of New York, the Count being 
accompanied by his wife, a young 
Russian woman, Princess Mary Gal- 
Itzin. 
The story of the marriage of the 


Count and the Princess, which took 
place a year ago, was' published in 
America at that time. 
The Count 
was permitted to leave a Soviet pris- 
on, under guard, long enough for the 
wedding ceremony.

Press.)—A new Infant Industry, the 
manufacture of radio equipment, has 
sprung up with an amazing growth 
within a year end much of it within 
a few recent weeks. 
From a few 


manufacturing- shops a year ago to 
thousands niw, an increase of sixty 
thousand p'er cent, in demand in two 
years, a business in which boys and 
great manufacturers are taking pro- 
flts; all- this is the romance of the 
new industry. 


The demand which called It into 
existence is at present as tremendous 
as it has been sudden. 
The new, 
smal concerns manufacturing radio 
supplies are estimated by the Radio 
Corporation of America as numbering 
thousands. Figures of the same cor- 
poration show that whereas two years 
ago 4,000 tubes a year were in de- 
mand, this year probably 
200,000 
tubes a month will be called for. 
Reports gathered from a number 


of states by the 
Associated 
Press 


show that many boys and other ama- 
teurs are constructing 
and 
Belling 
outfits. 


Three years ago three boys in Chi- 
cago sixteen and seventeen years old, 
began to make radio outfits. 
They 
are now incorporated and parrying 
'on a large business. Their success 
indicates the alluring possibilities In 
this new industry of adventure. Its 
alleged hazards were pointed out In 
the prediction of an official of one 
of the older and larger electrical 
supply houses that if all the concerns 
now engaged in making radio equip- 
ment should-remain In the enterprise, 
before long parts would become a 
drug on the market and that by Oc- 
tober 1 the makers of complete sets 
would actively be soliciting business. 


THat euch a situation "would be a 
reversal of present conditions Is Indi- 
cated In the report of another large 
supply house that it is two months 
behind in filling its orders and word 
from all parts of the country of a 
great shortage In apparatus.

huge demand is ascribed to the prac- 
tice of free broadcasting.

"And all this time the coasts of 
North, South East and West are teem- 
ing with 
the multitudes 
of the 
weary—the constructive forces of so- 
ciety with marvelously Increased de- 
mands upon them are at this mo- 
ment suffering for the lack of ade- 
quate nourishment."

Mr. Edgerton asserted 
that 
the 
chief economic problem of the day 
Is that there are to many middle- 
men in the industrial fabric, with too 
many persons engaged in distributing 
the products turned out" by the farm- 
er And the manufacturer.

PLENTY OF LIVE 
STOCK IN SAMORA 
TO HARVEST CROP 


8AMARA, RUSSIA, May 9.—There 
is ample live stock In Samara prov- 
ince to work the fields and harvest 
the crop of 1922 despite the fact that 
it suffered most severely from the fa- 
mine. 
The rugged, shaggy, 
little 
horses, great groaning camels and 
slow moving oxen of the famine re- 
gions have withstood ' the 
winter's 
hunger as well or even better than 
the sturdy peasants. 
In Isolated spots totally lacking In 
food the livestock as well as the peo- 
ple has suffered tremendous mortali- 
ty. Thousands of draft «nlmals have 
fallen dead In the road while hauling 
precious food over the snows to the 
villages. Others have been slaught- 
ered for food but by far the great pro- 
portion have gone through the win- 
ter and now, with green pasture only 
a month or so off, are in fair shape 
for work. 
M. Ryazonoff. CommJssar for Ag- 
riculture of Samar province, says 
there are still more than 
200.000 
head of workable live stock left or 
90 per cent, of those available in 
1921. 
Peasants who have seen members 
of their own families and neighbors 
die of hunger have shved their camels, 
horses and oxen. Except In villages 
where starvation knew no bounds they 
have not killed their beasts, even 
when they knew that a few pounds of 
horse flesh might mean a week's life 
to themselves. 
Horses wero more precious than 
humans. Without livestock no food 
could be brought from the railways 
and the seed for next 
wear's crop 
would lie useless In the box cars far 
from the fields. 
Ragweed and other vegetation or- 
dinarily considered of no food value, 
have been used for forage. Tho an- 
imals have been able to do only about 
half the work that a well fed beast 
would do. Most of them, particularly 
tho camels, present a woebegone ap- 
pearance. These dromedaries groan 
continuously as they lumber along the 
snow roads at a rate of three to four 
miles "an hour, protesting over every 
bump or snow drift In the road. 
Nevertheless, th?y drag loads of 
more than a ion 15 to 20 miles a 
day. The horses pull at least half of 
this load 
liven with the scarcity and dear- 
now of forag". the peasants whom the 
correspondent encountered were not 
selling their live stock cheaply. Be- 
fore the revolution, a good b3« work 
camel in Samara, province coul<3 be 
bought for 40 lo 50 naMea, This rep- 
resented $20 to $25. The 30.OdO.fion 
f Sf.000.000 rubles no^v asked fir 
camels in this district represents only 
about half that amount wh»n figured
